■ SOUTHEND Airport was 
rated the best in Europe by 
easyJet’s passengers. 

More than 26,000 passengers 
were asked for their opinion 
when travelling through the 
region’s newest airport and it 
resulted in a satisfaction score 
of 92 per cent. 

The results beat scores from 
more than one hundred airports 
across Europe, including other 
airports in the region such as 
Luton, Gatwick and Stansted. 

The survey was held across 
all European airports, with 
travellers asked to rate services 
like the check-in process, air¬ 
craft, punctuality, boarding 
procedures, overall satisfaction 
with the airport and friendli¬ 
ness of the easyJet crew. 

The research showed that 95 
per cent were satisfied with 
Southend Airport, 98 per cent 
were satisfied with the length 
of time at check-in and 100 per 
cent of passengers were satis¬ 
fied with the efficiency of 
check-in staff. 

■ Bad weather forced parents 
to take the day off of work to 
look after children whose 
schools were closed.

Southend 
council’s head of support and 
preventative services, Jane 
Theadom, said the policy was 
that schools should make every 
effort to remain open. 

■ SOUTHEND Council 
announced The Focal Point 
Gallery would be 
moved from Southend 


Library to the Forum, at a cost 
of £500,000. The news came in 
the same month the council 
announced £6.5million worth 
of cuts to public services and 
60 redundancies. Local artist 
and exhibitor John Bulley was 
shocked: “On top of the cuts, 
and the pier being closed for 
two days it seems mad such a 
high investment is being made 
in a gallery no-one visits.” 


March 


■ SOUTHEND was put on a 
short-list of 11 urban centres to 
become UK ‘City of Culture’ 
2017. Southend councillor for 
culture and tourism Derek 
Jarvis said there was so much 
to offer in Southend. 

He said: “We feel we truly 
deserve to be City of Culture 
2017. “The judging panel for 
our previous bid recommended 
Southend as a possible candi¬ 
date for 2017, so we look for¬ 
ward to preparing an excellent 
submission.” 

■ SOUTHEND council 
announced it could close five 
of the boroughs libraries in a 
bid to save money. 

The authority said it needed 
to save £378,000 from the 
library services as part of more 
than a £10million budget cut. 

A public consultation was 
launched, with a final decision 
to be taken in September. The 
review also stated that Central 
library, in Victoria Avenue, 
should close when the new 
Forum library opens in town. 

Mark Sharp, of Saxon King 
in Priory Park (SKIPP), said it 
was ironic the council was 
proposing to shut down 
libraries when it is also bid¬ 
ding for the ‘City of Culture’. 

■ The first batch of the world’s

biggest robotic cranes arrived 
on London’s doorstep. 

The giant quay cranes are 
two-and-a-half times the 
height of Nelson’s column and 
used to unload cargo from 
ships at the DP World London 
Gateway Port. But because 
there is no crane big enough to 
unload the 138-metre 
machines, engineers used an 


ancient system of weights, pul¬ 
leys, tracks and rollers - similar 
to that used by the ancient 
Egyptians to build the Great 
Pyramids - to slide the giant 
structures onto the dock. 
Weighing in at 2,000 tonnes, 
the machinery spent its mam¬ 
moth three-month journey from 
China standing upright on the 
ship Zhen Hua 26.

Hugh 
Aitken, easyJet’s UK commercial man¬ 
ager said Venice is one of Italy’s most 
visited leisure destinations. 

■ THE YA found out Southend Council 
made more than £22 million from car 
parking charges in the past five years. 

The authority clawed in more than 
£3 million in parking fines over the 
same time period. Southend Council’s 
group manager for highways and traf-

fie management Mehmet Mazhar 
defended the amount of money being 
charged and claimed parking enforce¬ 
ment was just one way the authority 
delivered transport strategies in the 
town. He said: “It ensures that 
motorists increasingly comply with 
parking restrictions. 

“It also ensures improved road safe¬ 
ty, and helps keep traffic moving on 
the highway network so residents 
directly benefit from this.” 

■ THE ‘Dare to Dip’ event held by 
Havens Hospices was launched and 
was the first ice water swim along the 
shores of Southend. 

The temperature of the water was 
between 3 and 8 degrees Centigrade, 
when the estuary is at its coldest.

■ A MOTHER and son 
lost their lives in a car 
fire. Catherine Mhlaba, 
45, and her son, 
Bekithemba Ali, 16, 
were found in a black 
Vauxhall Vectra in 
Thorpe Avenue, Thorpe 
Bay, on December 3, at 
5.30pm. 

The deaths were inves¬ 
tigated by detectives 
from the Kent and Essex 
Serious Crime 

Directorate as a possible 
suicide and murder. 

Their investigation 
looked at the possibility 
Catherine Mhlaba was 
responsible for murder¬ 
ing her son and taking 
her own life by starting 
the fire. 

Post-mortem examina¬ 
tions took place on 
Friday, December 6. The 
pathologist has recorded 
the cause of death as 
burning and inhalation 
through combustion.
